The measure caps a long-stand- 
ing dispute between Congress and 
the Administration over the sanc- 
tity of ene ative department rec- 


orda, 

Only a short time before the 
bill was approved, Truman told his 
press conference he would veto 
any such legislation if Congress 
passes it. Democratic critics pre- 
dict the bill passed today will die 
in the Senate. 

The House knocked out of the 
bill a clause under which news- 
paper men could have been jailed 
for publishing information that 
Congress deems confidential. It 
still applies to Congressmen and 
committee employes who let such 
information “leak” to reporters. 

Truman had told reporters that 
Congress had no right to confiden- 
tial records of members of his 
Cabinet. 

He said he would veto any leg- 
islatiorw requiring such records, 


and that he did not believe the | 


veto would be overridden. 

The courts have held repeatedly, 
he said, that the President and 
his Cabinet cannot be forced to 
divulge confidential information.

Producers received $1,532,284 for 
milk shipped into the St. Louis | 
market during April, the largest | 
amount of money ever paid by St. | 
Louis handlers for deliveries in a 
single month, Fred L. Shipley, 
federal milk market administra- | 
tor, announced today. 

Shipments totaled 31,916,602 
pounds for the month. This 
amounted to 1,063,887 pounds a 
day, or 114 per cent more than 
March deliveries but 2 per cent 
below those of April last year. 

Producers received an average 
‘of $4.80 a hundredweight for April 
shipments, This was 75 cents a 
hundreweight over the average | 
price for the same month last 
year, but 22 cents less than the 
March ‘average. A total of 3271 
producers shipped milk to this 
market during the month, or 24 
less than in March.

Also cited is the $82,323 spent by 
the Republican State Committee 
in Oregon in the 1944 general elec- 
tion as compared with only $3655 
by the Democratic State Commit- 

tee, yet Franklin D, Roosevelt car- 
ried the state. 


Dewey's present campaign 
throughout every remote valley 
and upland of Oregon is being 
condygted with detailed thorough- 
ness, A sound truck precedes the 
candidate’s campaign bus and 
heralds his arrival, His schedule 
from place to place—be it only 
between Main street barber shops 
—is timed to the second. Welcom- 
ing committees invariably are 
present to initiate Dewey into the 
local club, be it the Coos Bay Pi- 
rates or the Grants Pass Cave- 
men. High mountains veined with 
minerals bar Portland radio beams 
from many small town, so nearly 


fall Dewey’s speeches are carried 
on a statewide network. 

At least 35,000 people saw Dewe. 
during his first week in Oregon. 
If any substantial number of these 
men and women were converted 
to his cause, the pilgrimage by 
Dewey through the state will have 
had a profound effect on the elec- 
tion. In the 1946 G.O.P. prima- 
ries fewer than 100,000 votes were 
cast. Thus it requires the sway- 
ing of not too many people to de- 
cide the victor, 

Both the Stassen and the Dewey 
headquarters are paying close at- 
tention to the geneology and an- 
cestry of Oregon’s population. 
Dewey adherents are relieved that 
Oregon has not the large groups 
of people of Scandinavian ances- 
try who inhabit the neighboring 
state of Washington, where a 
Norse name on the ballot is said 
to be worth 60,000 votes.

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Politics and Atomic Energy 

It is a deplorable fact that the Atomic Energy 
Commission has been made ‘a political issue. 
Surely, here is one agency of government that 
should be far above the field of partisan squab- 
bling. Moreover, because of the as yet unknown 
and unknowable relation of atomic energy to 
the country’s future, both parties should avoid 
the possibility of blame if something goes wrong 
with the commission and its work. 

How did it get into politics? One reason is 
that Mr. Truman tactlessly reappointed all five 
members without first conferring with Senator 
Hickenlooper and other Republicans who made 
Lilienthal’s original confirmation possible. If 
he had appointed Lilienthal to the one-year 
term, and had so notified the Hickenlooper 
committee, it is believed the appointments would 
have been confirmed without question. 

It is true Mr. Truman was merely following 
the law when he named Lilienthal to the five- 
year term, and his action thus can be defended 
on the ground of legality and principle. But 
the disconcerting fact is, as reported by such 
reliable correspondents as Marquis Childs and 
Rostoe Drummond of the Christian Science 
Monitor, that Lilienthal was perfectly willing to 
accept a one-year term. It is pretty hard to 
defend a five-year term for Lilienthal if he 
himself is willing to take a lesser one. 

On the heels of Mr. Truman's error, the Re- 
publicans compound the felony, so to speak, by 
proposing that the terms of all commissioners 
be fixed for a flat two years, instead of the one- 
to-five year staggered plan in the recent law. 
It was staggered for the excellent reason that a 
whole new board could not be appointed in 
any one presidential term, and for the purpose 
of assuring a continuous policy by the com- 
mission. 

Senator Hickenlooper argues, on behalf of the 
G. O. P. plan, that two-year terms would avoid a 
fight over confirmation and, at the same time, 
give the present commission time to carry 
through plans already begun. Perhaps so, but 
it would also assure the next President the 
power to dismiss all present commissioners in 
favor of five new ones. He would, of course, be 
under great pressure and temptation to reward 
political friends, and that might be poison so 
far as the proper administration of atomic 
energy is concerned. 

This situation is a typical one in a presidential 
year, with both parties ogling the voters and 
maneuvering for advantage. Jn this vital matter, 
can’t Mr. Truman and his political adversaries 
forget partisan advantage and get together in 
the public interest? 
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Boy, a Dictionary! 

One of the things that is wrong with Russian- 
American relations is that both sides do not 
use the same dictionary. Take the different 
ways in which Ambassador Smith and Foreign 
Minister Molotov describe what is going on in 
Czechoslovakia and other countries behind the 
iron curtain. 

Molotov uses the words “democratic transfor- 
mations.” Smith calls it “progressive domina- 
tion.” In our Webster’s Unabridged, or even 
in our Funk & Wagnalls’ handy desk-size lexi- 
con, these two terms mean exactly the opposite. 
Molotov’s phrase means popular rule; Smith's 
word means tyranny. 

That leaves things pretty much in the air, 
If there were an agreement on what words 
mean, the two countries could go on from there. 
Se, if and when the next meeting takes place, 
we suggest the first order of business is to 
send out for a dictionary and look up a few 
words, ,

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The County Court Tortoise 

The St. Louis County Court apparently agrees 
with Goethe that one should make haste slowly. 
More than two years ago, in March of 1946, 
County Judge Luman F. Matthews appointed a 
Citizens’ Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Alfred Kerth, to obtain signatures to a petition 
for a home-rule charter. This was done at the 
request of a number of county organizations. So 
far, however, nothing has been heard from the 
committee. 

Tired of waiting, the League of Women Voters 
of St. Louis County has called on Judge Mat- 
thews to assemble representatives of the organi- 
vations which made the home-rule demand. 


These, the League feels, should hear a report . 


from the Kerth group. And they should hear it 
before June 1. 

‘The request, certainly, is a reasonable one. 
Two years ought to be more than time enough in 
which to get the required 25,000 signatures. If 
the Kerth committee has slowed its work to 
this end, the people of the county ought to know 
about it so that they may take other measures 
to get the petition signed. But the League’s 
action has set off loud howls of denunciation. It 
is being accused of trying to subvert democracy, 
of trying to set up one-man government. 

The St. Louis County Observer, however, fails 
to see anything sinister. Instead of being horri- 
fied by an attempt to turn the county over to a 
Gauleiter, it sees only.an effort toward long- 
needed reform of the antidiluvian County Court 
system. Even if a County Manager were to be 


- employed under home rule, it says, he still 


would take his orders from the elected repre- 
sentatives of the voters. 

Such, of course, is the case. Almost anything 
would be an improvement over the present set- 
up which leaves an essentially urban area 
largely dependent on the Legislature and pat- 
ronage politics. The least that is in order is an 
expression of the desire of the people of the 
county, through petition, for a change. But it 
would seem that those with a vested interest in 
the present order are doing their very best to 
stifle this. They have their own reasons for 
being as silent and as slow as a tortoise.

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Fog and Featherbedding 


One purpose of the mediation machinery au- 
thorized by Congress for settling railway labor 
disputes is to provide the facts for informing 
and mobilizing public opinion. This laudable 
intent is largely thwarted, however, by the com- 
plicated system of railway labor rules popu- 
larly known as “featherbedding.” 7 

Many of these rules are the result, purely, of 
the efforts of railway labor to make work for 
more men than are actually needed or to gain 
more pay for shorter hours.” For example, a 
modern passenger train will run easily 400 miles 
in eight hours. But the work day on a passenger 
train is not eight hours, but 150 miles, and one 
of the demands of the brotherhoods now threat- 
ening to strike is for this mileage to be reduced 


to 100. Yet on the present 150-mile basis, the 


hourly rate is $4.22 per hour worked. 

Similarly, the proposed new rules would limit 
freight trains to 70 cars and passenger trains to 
14, thereby making useless a large proportion of 
thé tractive power of a modern locomotive. The 
extra pay demanded by train crews for switch- 
ing off to a nearby farm to pick up a carload 
of livestock has been a factor in driving live- 
stock traffic to the truck lines. 

In 1938 the Emergency Board suggested the 
elimination’ of featherbed payments and recom- 
mended a “frank and candid inquiry.” But in 
1941 the unions threatened to strike if the rec- 
ommendations of the 1938 board were carried 
out. 

On the British railroads there is nothing cor- 
responding to the featherbed pattern. It has 
been suggested that in the United States the 
featherbed rules be exchanged for an increase 
in wages per hour, and that the rule become 
eight hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, with 
“work” reasonably defined to make allowance 
for time on call and similar demands. 

This would appear to be the course of com- 
mon sense. It would not only greatly simplify 
the negotiation of new wage contracts, It would 
also let the public know what the issues are.

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A Vote for a Power Shortage 


The House has voted in favor of a permanent 
power shortage in the Tennessee Valley and an 
arbitrary handicap oy public power. It has done 
so in voting against TVA's request for funds for 
another steam plant. 


The private power lobby was not deterred 


by the fact that in crippling TVA it would 
cripple industrial preparedness. In this area is 
the Oak Ridge atomic plant. In it are also 
aluminum plants of the Aluminum Co. of 
America and the Reynolds Metals Co., which 
willbe called on to produce aluminum for the 
70-group air force Congress has just voted. 
Airplanes require enormous quantites of alumi- 
num, and aluminum production requires enor- 
mous quantities of power. 

These considerations did not deter the lobby- 
ists and they did not deter the House. We trust 
they will yet deter the Senate. , 

The contention of the power lobby that TVA 
is trying to expand its territory is a misrepre- 
sentation. The contention that any issue between 
private and public power is involved here is a 
misrepresentation. TVA is merely trying to 
serve the growing demands of its own territory, 
which otherwise will not be served, for no 
private power companies operate there. 

The municipalities and co-ops which distribute 
TVA power in the Tennessee Valley have ex- 
perienced 4 60 per cent increase in demand 
since the war and expect another 65 per cent 
increase on top of that by four years from now. 
The Tennessee Valley is short, the whole nation 
is short, of power; the Federal Power Commis- 
sion reports that the power plants of the country 
are capable of producing only two-tenths of 
1 per cent more power that is being consumed. 
That is a dangerously narrow margin of safety. 

Privately owned utilities, in the same case, 
are expanding their plants. TVA wants to follow 
the same sensible business procedure. It would 
also like to be able to pull its weight if an 
emergency should call for more power. 

It is against such a fair and sensible proposal 
that the House has just voted. Will the Senate 
take a more open-minded view toward the con- 
tribution which public power is making to 
the productivity and security of the nation? 
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Dandy Plan for Gamblers 


Does State’s Attorney C. W. Burton bring

Last year the President recommended to 
Congress that it enact a universal military 
training law. The proposal contemplated 
that suitable arrangements be made to 
bring about a minimum of interference with 
the educational program of any boy in- 
volved, 
an unfavorable re- 
sponse, due, undoubt- 
edly, ta the fact that 
in a presidential elec- 
tion year neither par- 
ty wanted to risk the 
political repercus- 
sions which such a 
law might produce. 

However, since 
then the implications 
of international de- 
velopments have be- 
come so increasingly James V. Forrestal 
serious that Congress has felt impelled to 
do something in response to the Govern- 
ment’s urging. We now are witnessing the 
perfecting of bills in both houses which 
are designed to meet the President's orig- 
inal request but which are being sugar- 
coated with the label of “peace-time con- 
scription.” In doing so, I think the Con- 
gress is threatening us with legislation 
which would be unnecessarily ‘harsh. 


More “Fortifying the Moon“? 


On May 3 the Armed Forces Committee 
of the House voted in favor of a bill which 
would induct boys between the ages of 19 
and 25 into military service for a period 
of two years. According to news reports 


a committee of the Senate likewise favors — 


a two-year term. | 

Is a two-year term necessary or advis- 
able? Certainly, the military branches of 
the Government favor it. Testimony be- 
fore the committees has shown that, But 
are they necessarily right? I think we 
should not grant that they are merely be- 
cause they wear uniforms. 


Tt is well known that they have a tend- 
ency to ask for more than they expect to 
receive. It may be part of their bargain- 
ing process in dealing with Congress. Even 
Secretary Forrestal recently testified ‘that 
they would go so far as to fortify the 
moon if given the opportunity. 


Experience Supports Short Term 


As I interpret the news, boys to be con- 
scripted are not to be trained as flyers, 
navigators, officers or other specialists. 
They are intended primarily to be “foot 
soldiers”—infantrymen, artillerymen, tank- 
men and the like. The need of this type 
of soldier has been stressed by the heads 
of our military branches to dispel any im- 
pression that atomic warfare has eliminated 
their necessity. 


That being true, why is not one year of 
training and service sufficient? Has not 
our experience in the last two wars dem- 
onstrated that intensive training for even 
a lesser period will suffice? In an organi- 
zation as highly rated as the Marines the 
period of training did not exceed that time. 

But the military says it wants better- 
trained men than those we previously pro- 
duced. It must be admitted that is a com- 
mendable objective. However, it also seems 


The President's request evoked 


that one factor should be weighed againat 
others. While a perfect soldier certainly is 
desirable, if one not quite so perfect will 
nevertheless do a satisfactory job, the un- 
necessary sacrifice of an extra year from 
a boy’s formative period of life becomes a 
matter of real importance. 

I have heard it said that military train- 
ing is good for a boy, It teaches him obe- 
dience to superior authority. It is said that 
it cuts him loose from his mother’s apron 
strings and makes him stand on his own 
feet. 5 


Temptations of Army Liſe 


I fear that is mere rationalization to at- 


tempt to justify a course of action. I have 
never heard anyone advocate army .train- 
ing as a substitute for the environment of 
a good home or the influence of parents. 
And nothing is said about the detrimental 
influences which inevitably are encoun- 
tered in life at an army camp, whether 
they involve sex, liquor or other tempta- 
tions, They should be recognized as frank- 
ly as the virtues of military life are ex- 
tolled.’ 


In that connection the factor of idleness 
as a er of mischief should be consid- 


ered. Anyone familiar with the facts 


knows that there is much more idleness in . 
a peacetime army than during war and 


it only seems logical that if the course of 
training occupies two years instead of one, 
the opportunities for idleness will increase 
proportionately.

The Pool Would Be Doubled 


The services are anxious to develop a 
large pool of trained men who will be 
available if the need for them should arise. 
By reducing the training period from two 
years to one, the pool automatically would 
be doubled without any increase in the 
training facilities or ‘cost, 


In my opinion it is unfortunately neces- 
sary that we should resort to compulsory 
training as part of our program of pre- 
paredness and that we should do so even 
if Russia's recent note can be construed.

DEFINTE UNTY ACTION 


Episcopal Group Objects That 
Stand of Their Denomi- 
nation Is Vague. 


More forthright action by the 
Protestant Episcopal Church to- 
ward unity with other Protestant 
churches was urged today by 38 


Episcopal clergymen and laymen, 
who expressed objections to the 
church’s official “Statement on 
Faith and Order,” which will be 
submitted to the Lambeth Confer- 
ence in England later this year. 
The demand for concerted ac- 

tion was announced by the Rev. 
Charles D. Kean, president of the 
Episcopal Evangelical Fellowship 
and rector of Grace Church, Kirk- 
wood. He said the 38 clergymen 
and laymen were of the. opinion 
that the church’s “Statement on 
Faith and Order” was “too vague, 
not forceful enough.” In view of 
the fact that church unity has 
been one of the Episcopal Church’s 
aims for the last 10 years. 

St. Louis Signers. 
Among the St. Louisans who 
signed a statement for immediate 
action were Bishop William Scar- 
lett of Missouri, Dean Sidney E. 
Sweet of Christ Church Cathedral, 
the Rev. William H. Laird, the 
Rev, Charles F. Penniman, the 
Rev. J. Francis Sant, the Rev. Mr.

Geographic Society Gets Re- 
ports From Crews That 
Flew Above Aleutians. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 ‘UP)—

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T is quite obvious that nobody 

is anxious to return to any re- 
strictions which are not posi- 
tively necessary, and it is quite 
obvious also that the President’s 
request to Congress for certain 
restrictions to combat inflation 
was a reasonable one and should 
have been considered in a non- 
partisan way 

Prior to the end of price control 
the Nationa] Association of Manu- 
facturers prophesied that, once re- 
strictions were removed, prices 
would seek a proper level. Their 
prediction was obviously based on 
the hope that production would 
soon equal demand to a more or 
less reasonable extent. They did 
not, I am sure, think carefully 
enough about our position in the 
world, They did not consider how 
much had been destroyed in the 
rest of the world during the war, 
and how much we would have to 
help in restoring other nations— 
let alone the possibility of bad 
harvests in Europe, which later 
came about. 

The result of all this is that we 
have never returned to the normal 
situation where the old economic 


laws could apply, and the proph- 


ecy of a return to the good old 
times never came true. We are 
facing today a situation in which 
there is gp neon gg scarcity will 
continue for a long time, The only 
real chance that people have for 
equitable treatment in procuring 
the necessities of life is in ration- 


ceilings.

REPRESENTATIVE HELEN 
GAHAGAN DOUGLAS, in her 
speech in Congress which I dis- 
cussed in the preceding column, 
pointed out that under OPA a 
pound of butter cost 65 cents in 
1946. Last year a pound cost 82 
cents; and this year, in the lowest- 
price stores in Washington, D.C., 
it cost 93 cents. Two pounds of 
coffee cost 60 cents a OPA, 
98 cents last year, and $1.06 today. 
So it goes on almost everything. 

Of course, if we go back to 
rationing and price control, we 
may have black markets. No 
patriotic citizen deals in a black 
market, but human beings are oc- 
casionally weak, and we know of 
people who, even in the war days, 
never denied themselves certain 
things which were rationed and 
who seemed to feel that they had 
a right, as long as they had the
